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Democracy’s Future Depends on Labor, 
Tobin Declares in Radio Interview 


Democracy’s future depends upon 
the workers, President Daniel J. 
Tobin of the international brother- 
hood of teamsters, declared in a 
radio interview sponsored by the 
department of justice. 

The common cause in which all 
labor has enlisted, Mr. Tobin said, 
is “the preservation of liberty and 
justice—and the downfall of dicta- 
torships and all mean little ‘ism’ 
cults that are cluttering up the 
world today.” 

In the earlier part of the “I Am 
An American” interview, Mr. Tobin 
briefly sketched his career as a 
worker and trade union leader. He 
said he came to this country from 
Ireland as a boy of fourteen and 
spent his youth in Cambridge, 
Mass., working during the day and 
attending night school in the eve- 
nings. Long hours, low pay and par- 
ticipation in a disastrous strike, he 
said, “roused in me a determina- 
tion to see that the laboring class 
should gain fair treatment and not 
continue forever working sixty 
hours a week for a small pittance.” 

In the year 1900 Mr. Tobin joined 
the newly organized teamsters’ 
union and became a member of 
Local 25, truck drivers of Boston, 
in which he still retains member- 
ship. He was elected president of 
the international union in 1907 and 
has been reelected unanimously at 
each succeeding convention.

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Labor Demands Quick Action on Defense Contracts 


There are two front lines in this war to save democracy: The 
men who operate fighting machines at the battlefront, on land, 
air and sea; and the men and women at the factory production 
front who supply the machines and munitions. 

We at the production front are squarely behind this defense 
effort. We want to do our part effectively. As free citizens in a 
free country we demand that our government provide the means 


to speed the change from civilian to defense work now taking | 
place throughout the nation. We demand that in civilian goods | 
plants being starved by metal priorities, defense contracts shall 
be awarded before, and not after, an efficient work force has 
been destroyed by lay-offs. We demand that adequate engineer- 
ing service be provided for such plants, for this alone can hasten 
the change, save the work force intact for defense production, 
and prevent unemployment. 


Union members in consumer goods plants using metals face | 
widespread unemployment unless they act through their unions 
to prevent it. When production is stopped by priorities on 
metals, it may take six weeks or more to get defense contracts | 
for a plant unless action is speeded through union efforts. We | 
recommend these steps: 


(1) Write immediately to President Green stating what ma-
